The op 
i ponents of the government w ere greatly i 
j misunderstood i; they were credited 1 
j with personal disco urtoay to the nioin 
I hers of the Koyal l-'amiiy. '('hoy cer 
tainl,> mean I no such thing. They led 
nu undoubted light lo oppose the tie ; 
mauds of the Crown on finance ijuci 
tions, ami il ever there came the da\ 
when members were prepared to abrogate 
these rights and were content to merely 
record the wishes of the Sovoicign, lie I 
hoped ,,t heart that they would bo left 
sunn- last vestigo of sense with which to I 
recognize their own uselesspess, and ilia- j 
band at once. He denied the statement ! 
SO often dinned into their ears, that 
ihe Knglisii Monarchy had surrendered I 
their private property ill exchange for 
Ihe civil list.

About twelve or thirteen veins ago 

Thomas H. Blythe; who was frequently 
in the habit of coming to London, while 
walking on Oxford street late one even- 
ing, spoke to u girl who was looking 
into a shop window, and whose inime 
turned out to be Perry. She kept com- 
pany with a young man named Ash- 
croft, but previous to this a child 
waa horn and placed under

TUB CROWN a KANT COMMIT- 
TEE'S REPORT. 

As mi^ht have been anticipated, the 
debate on the report of the committee 
on Crown grants was long and warm. 
Those who wen- opposed to granting 
allowances lo the Queen's grand- 
children were disappointed hi the re- 
fusal of the Government to ; ve them 
the information they asked for relative 
to the amount of the Qm en's savings 
and the disposition to bi aide of them. 
The view which Mi. I.abouchero and 
economists of the .me school take 
seems to be unren .liable, and unbusi- 
nesslike ss well, i he allowance made 
in 1837 was for the Queen's own use. 
She was at liberty to spend every far- 
thing of it it tt so pleased her. There 
have be -a kings on the British throne 
for who it would not have been sulfi- 
de t. As Her Majesty has been pru- 
dent, ami while maintaining the dig- 
nity of the Throne has not spent all her 
income, the part she has saved is surely 
her own. Her allowance was hers to 
upend or to save. The nation has noth- 
ing to do with her savings. They are 
her. personal property to lie disposed of 
as she may see (it. Parliament may re- 
fuse to gram allowances to the children 
of the Prince oi Wales, hut it has no 
right to direct thai the money which 
the Queen has saved out of her allow- 
ance shall be given to Prince Albert 
Victor or to any one else. Mr. Smith 
did, in our opinion, nothing but what 
was fair and decent when lie refused to 
give the economists the information re- 
lative to the Queen's savings, which 
they demanded; and we cannot see that 
Parliament had any right to euqitin 
into their amount or how they were I, 
vested. The leader of the Goyerililieii 
party in the Commons spoke of the ex- 
penses of Royalty in Creat Britain us 
moderate, This was questioned by Mr. 
Labouohere, who instanced the very 
small .salary paid to the President of the 
United States. This is a plausible ar- 
gument of u certain class of poli- 
ticians, hut if the cost to the people of 
the Republic of a presidential election 
every four years is taken into considera- 
tion, the three millions and a half paid 
to the Royal Family of Great Britain 
overy year will not appear so very large. 
The expense of the presidential elec- 
tion, direct and indirect, is very great. 
The loss which the disturbance to busi- 
ness uloue occasions amounts to a very 
1. rgo Hum indeed. \\'<: are greatly mis- 
taken if, leaving the President's salary 
out of the calculation, the presidential 
elections do not cost the people of the 
United States considerably more I him is 
required to maintain the Royal family 
of Great Britain. ,, 

The position of the Government ou 
this question will, no doubt, be greatly 
strengthened by the stand taken by Mr. 
Gladstone, The people of England be- 
lieve in Gladstone. Keen those who 
condemn his Irish policy admire him 
and respect his utterances oil other sub- 
jects. When it is known that the 
Grand Old Man is opposed to a hucks- 
tering policy i" dealing with the chil- 
dren and grandchildren of the Queen, 
many who were undecided 00 the mat- 
ter will be glnd to adopt his opinions 
and to endorse the policy that he Hp. 
proves. The sentiment of the peo- 
ple of England in favor of mon- 
archy is strong, and their affection for 
the Queen is deep. They are not dis- 
posed to place a pounds-shilliugs-and- 
pence value on their regard for Queen 
Victoria and her family, A fow thou- 
sands of pounds, inoi'O or less, 

to maintain the dignity of the 
Throne, does not signify much to them, 
and they would a lutmlrod times rather 
pay it than see a grandson or grand- 
daughter of the Queen without what, 
for their station, is a suitable provision. 
When Mr, Gladstone appealed to this 
wntiment of loyalty and affection to 
the British Crown, anil alluded lo it us 
Mug ulsive all merely monetary con . 
^deration., he touched a chord .o .^ 1 ^ 
which the great body of the British I «nd populor 
people will quickly and heartily re 
Hpond. Sentiment his .peat power 
even in these days when tho almighty

object of general adoration. Wo feel 



is to shoW that neither the Premier nor 
Mr. McCarthy are sincere in the stand 
they have taken, and that the whole 
movement is nothing more anil nothing 
deeper than a party iiianuiuvre. We 
hardly think that there are many 
thinking men on either side of politics 
who can be brought to believe that so 
old a politician as Sir John Mac- 
donald, having a strong majority 
at bis back, and an opposi- 
tion in front of him that is neither pow- 
erful nor united, would unnecessarily 
run such a v ery great risk for the chance 
of achieving so insignificant a result. 
There is a much simpler and a much more 
reasonable way of accounting i n- the 
course lie bus pursued on t he disallow- 
ance question. It is that he is con- 
vinced that disallowance is wrong, as 
regards both polioy and principle, and 
thai he is resolved to do what is 
right, depending upon the good sense 
ninl the moderation of the people of the 
Doniinioi i -*ii ftitiu him. As far as the 
represent. r.'.v. . of the people arc con- 
cerned, he found that he had not mis- 
calculated, and it remains to be seen 
whether Parliament in this matter 
faithfully represents the views and the 
wishes of the people. 

Rut we are not left to conjecture as to 
the way in which Sir John Macdonnld 
regards the course which Mr. McCarthy 
has taken and the opinions he promul- 
gates. Mr. McCarthy at Stayner 
frankly told his hearers, who were 
chiefiy Conservatives, thai he was pur- 
suing a course which doe.- no! meet with 
the approval of his leader. As the 
passage is an important one, we will re- 
produce it. We quote the Toronto 
Mail's report : 

••It has been stated," Mr. McCarthy 
said, "that this is all a put-up job be- 
tween Sir John Macdonuld and myself. 
I am said to lie detailed to capture the 
Protestant wing of the party. Mr. 
Mills lias described this as the most 
astute move of Sir John's political life, 
it might he an astute move, but it 
would be a most dishonest one. I am 
sorry to say, gentlemen, that 1 DO SOT 
NIKKT WITH THH APPROVAL OI' SlK JOHN 
MaCDONA1.I1. HlSVIKWSANI) MINE ARE 
as HA It .v-ii mikii as tin: i'oi.ks. Jt is 
easy to lie wise after the fact. Sir 
John had to take his stand on this mat- 
ter in January last. I dal not haw to 
tako my stand until March, when i 
could see the effect which this was hav- 
ing on the public. I utterly repudiate 
that there is anything hut honest pur- 
pose in the course 1 have taken." 

This is explicit enough, and we do not 
think thai it is any proof nt' superior 
tagacity to conclude that Mr. McCarthy 
ivas, with respect lo both Sir John 
iVlacdonalil and himself, uttering de- 
liberate falsehoods. There is, as most 
people, see, room for difference of opin- 
ion between Sir John and Mr. McCar- 
thy, ami it seems to us only just to both 
gentlemen to believe that each is acting 
in accordance with his honest convic- 
tions. We cannot see how either of 
them could hope lo will the confidence 
and keep the respect of any number of 
honest and intelligent Canadians if, in 
the course of time it should become ap- 
parent, that on so momentous a matter 
i bey bail both been playing a part. 
For our part, we are convinced that both 

Sir John Macdonald and Mr. McCarthy 

are earnest and sincere, ami that the 
man who attributes dishonest motives 
to them both is, like a good many others 
w ho are loo clever by half, further from 
the t nil b than t lie V0I iesl simpleton.

Do the people of Victoria realize the 
importance to them of tho en- 
terprise thus undertaken by a syn- 
dicate, strong financially end of 
great experience in railway building '! 
i)o they appreciate the position, and are 
they prepared to embrace an oppor- 
tunity of making Victoria a terminal 
point, bringing tho rich gold fields of 
Cariboo, the magnificent agricultural 
district of Peace River, and the exten- 
sive pastoral lands of Ohiloootin all 
tributary to their city? All this can be 
accomplished if the ratepayers are but 
true to themselves, and refuse to com- 
promise: their credit and hamper their 
resources by aiding an impracticable 
scheme, BUcll as the "Victoria, Saanich 
and Westminster Railway" is pronounced 
to be by utmost every business man in the 
city. 

The projectors of this new transcon- 
tinental line, it cannot be supposed, 
arc going to build to Edmonton ami 

t hero stop. Their intention must bp to 
push through to the nearest available 
harbor on the coast from Edmonton. 
This would be on Dean's canal, Gardi- 
ner's inlet, Port ISssihgton, on the 
■Skeena, or Port Simpson; but to effect 
this they could not expect any aid from 
our province, and they would have to 
construct tho link connecting Edmonton 
and the coast without Dominion or Pro- 
vinciul assistance! 

New, in order to induce this company 
to build by way of Carilwo, Bute inlet 
and Seymour narrows to Nanaimo, 
connecting there with the 15. & N. Rail- 
way, we have a land grant of 20,(100 

acres a mile to offer them that 

is to say, the charter of the 
Canadian Western Central, carrying the 
gram of land with it. 

As this route, however, to the coast, 
is longer and more expensive to build 
than one via Peace River Pass to 
the Skoena, the land grant referred to 
may not be considered a sulliuient induce- 
ment. Such being the case, are the 
ratepayers of this city prepared to oiler | 
any further inducement ? If so, the na- j 
I ure of if should la' determined as soon 
as possible. 

The suggestion made by Mr. Fell the 
other > ay, of guaranteeing the interest 
on >W,um'),(MN) to assist in bridging Sey- 
mour Nun'ows, seems to meet with ap- 
proval, i,nd considering the great advance 
in values of real estate that would follow 
the successful negotiation for securing 
the construct ion of the "Canadian 
Western Central," the burthen ofljlSO,- 
"000 or $!K),O0Q n yeat thus imposed on 
this city would "hardly be felt. Vic 
loritt would thi n be enabled to retain 
its commercial supremacy ami would 
have as tributary to it the best section 
of Britisl; Columbia, and the richest of 
the Northwest lands. 

Surely, Mr. Kditor, this is worth con- 
sidering, and the ratepayers should 
pause before they place themselves in 
such a position by voting large sums of 
money to reduce the time between here 
and Vancouver from live hours to four, 
that they cannot assist a legitimate, 
sound and business like scheme, such us 
tho construction of tin- ■■Canadian 
Western Central" is.
